The  district  is  almost  entirely  agricultural  in  character 
and  there  are  no  important  industries  in  the  area. 


There  are  several  villages  along  the  coast  and  these  are 
visited  during  the  summer  months  by  several  thousands  of  people  coming 
to  spend  their  summer  holidays  and  several  sites  for  mobile  caravans  are 
also  let  along  the  coast  and  a number  of  tents  and  temporary  summer 
huts  are  put  up  in  the  fields. 

Most  of  the  men  in  the  district  work  on  the  farms  and  small 
holdings,  but  a large  number  of  men  in  the  villages  alon^’’  the  coast  go 
to  sea. 

There  is  not  much  unemploym.ent  at  present  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  Road  Im.proverent  Scheme  and  the  County  VVater  Schem-e  have  taken 
on  many  of  the  men  who  used  to  work  on  the  farms,  these  men  having  left 
the  farms  owing  to  the  great  increase  of  machines  used  on  the  farms.

Hospitals  . 


There  are  no  hospitals  belonging  to  the  Local  Authority.  Cases 
suffering  from  Infectious  diseases  are  admiitted  into  the  County  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Llangefni,  an  ambulance  being  sent  from  the  Isolation 
Hospital  to  convey  the  cases  into  hospital  and  the  premises  are 
disinfected  by  the  local  Sanitary  Inspector„ 

Most  of  the  General,  Medical,  Surgical  and  accident  cases  are 
sent  to  the  Caernarvonshire  and  Anglesey  Infirmary,  pangor,  St.  David’s 
Hospital,  Bangor,  Stanley  Hospital,  Holyhead  or  to  the  Liverj)ool  Hospitals. 

Since  July  5th  1948,  the  hospital  cases  are  removed  to  hospital 
by  ambulance  and  cars  controlled  by  the  Ambulance  Com.m.ittee  of  the 
jv^cal  Health  Authority  which  is  the  County  Council  Two  Aml»ulanoes 
•-x’o  stationed  at  Jlolyhoad  and  two  at  Llangefni  and  one  at  Amlwch.  Very 
: oh  use  is  miade  of  the  Ambulanoe  and  Oar  Service  owing  to  the  distance 
.V  st  of  the  cases  are  from  the  train  or  bus  route. 

Oases  suffering  from:  venereal  diseases  are  treated  tt  the  C 'Sc  A 
infirmary,  Bangor  when)  clinics  are  hold  twice  a week  for  both  male 
end  female  oases  under  the  County  Scheme  and  the  tracing  of  contacts  and 
follow-up  of  defaulters  is  also  very  sotlsfactor^lly  done  under  the  County 
CoheiPe . 

I.’  rnity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Up  to  July  the  5th  1943,  a schor^e  was  in  operation  which  provi4ed 
I'or  the  payment  by  the  Council  of  an  annual  Contribution  towards  the 
expenses  of  the  Valuntary  Association  for  the  provision  of  Maternity  and 
Wild  Welfare  Services  in  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  County,  these 
services  are  now  arranged  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  which  is  the 
\rmlesoy  County  Council  in  conjunction  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
oPd  Anti-Natal  Clinics  are  held  every  fortnight  at  Amilwch,  Beaumaris, 
uolyhead  and  Llangefni  and  cas  .;s  which  the  Consultant  Obstetrician 
.lini^s  need  troatm'ont  are  adrr'ittod  into  the  County  Hospital,  Bangor,  or 
i,o  the  Gors  Maternity  Home,  Holyhead  which  has  recently  been  opened. 
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Arrangorients  can  also  be  inado  for  urp;ent  oasos  from  this 
iistriot  to  attend  at  Clinics  hold  every  week  at  the  County  Hospital 
should  occasion  arise* 

There  are  several  district  nurses  and  health  visitors  residine- 
in  the  area,  and  they  attend  the  various  clinics  held  in  the  district. 

Nearly  all  the  nursos  have  been  provided  with  Motor  Cars  as 
the  distances  they  have  to  travel  are  very  great  and  the  houses  very 
scattered. 

Provisions  have  beennade  at  the  County  Hospital,  Bangor 
'•hereby  proniature  and  unrature  babies  from  this  district  may  be  moved  and 
'eceivG  treatment. 


Infant  Clinics  are  held  avery  forni^ht  at  Amlwch,  Cem.aes  Bay, 

.• -.an -^rchyredd,  Mai'ian  Glas,  and  Llan^^ofni  and  babies  from  this  district

Water  Supply. 


The  Water  supply  in  this  district  has  always  been  a problem 
but  now  that  the  County  Water  Scheme  is  progressing  the  supply  at  Benllech 
Moelfre  and  Cemaes  Bay  are  i,uch  more  S‘\t  isf  actory . 

The  district  is  supplied  mainly  by  shall  ,w  wells  and  these  bec- 
ome fouled  by  surface  water  and  steps  are  continually  being  taken  to 
clean  and  further  protect  those  shallow  wells  and  when  unfavourable 
Dacteriological  ru'ports  ar^e  received  notices  are  put  up  that  the  water 
is  not  fit  for  drinking  and  domestic  use  heofre  it  is  boiled. 

Ira inage  and  Sewerage. 


The  collection  and  dispos.al  of  the  domestic  refuse  from  the 
.r'aller  villag3s  has  greatly  ir  proved  and  the  method  now  used  to  empty 
:ind  clean  the  public  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  is  much  nore  satisfactory. 

Several  comiplaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  about  the 
disposal  of  sewerap'o  am  Oora'os  Bay,  Bonlloch  bay  and  Moelfre  bay, 
rspoc) ially  during  the  summer  months  wheo  the  places  are  full  of  visitors 
•incl  again  I must  re:  ert  that  I still  vb.'W  vi.-gi  grave  concern  the  present 
■'"otliods  adopted  in  these  places,  and  hcg;.  b 1 as  soon  as  the  County 
’Vater  Scheme  is  completed  a new  and  pro]/.  : 'oworHge  systeiri  will  be 

oari'ied  out  at  the  places  m.entioned.

SECTION  F. 


The  General  staitdard  of  the  houses  in  the  district  is  fairly  good 
but  in  some  of  the  villages  there  are  several  houses  in  a very  poor 
condition  and*  have  been  condem^ned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation* 

There  are  94  Council  Houses  in  the  district  but  no  Council  house 
was  actually  completed  during  the  year , but  one  private  house  was 
com'pleted  during  that  time.
